17 states reporting a total of over one 
million of begs, Pennsylvania. Ohio 
Ceorgia, Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska 
show an increase, and Indiana, Illinois, 
Iowa and eight southern states a decrease 
There is a marked increase in the value 
of live stock on farms reported from al 
most every section of tbe country." 


The largest inorease In value has lifer 


In ebeep. the farm animals whose value 
i^ most affected by the presence 01 ah 
*encu of a fair degree of protection. While 
it Is Iron that tbe •tS.COU.UOG cattle owned 
in tbe United States command a higher 
market price than would prevail II there 
were no restriction upon the free Impor- 
tation of animals from across our borders, 
and while the same is true as to horses, 
mules and swine, the most ruinous effects 
ot forslgn competition are visible In tbe 
case of sheep and their great staple pra- 
duat, wool.

age o[ nore than tl per bead of their 
sheep In the reduced valne whiob resulted 
from the free admission of the low-priocd 
wools of all creation.

ANSWER BY MRS, WOOLLEY 


In Reply to Address of Mrs. C. F. 


Corbin Given in Decatur Re- 


cently—Club News in 


General. 


Indirect opposition to tbe arguments 


presented by Sirs C. r. Corbie, who Re- 
tired in Decatur on the anti-suffragists 
movement at the home of Mrs. .1. £. Ber- 
ing lust week, comes an open letter from 
Cella Parker Woolley of Chicago, which 
takes up the questions presented by Mrs. 
Corbin in her campaign throughout the 
state and handles in a rlrm, thoughtful 
and convincing manner tbe opposite side 
of tbe argument. 
This letter of Mrs. 


Wool ley's has been sent to memberefof the 
Woman's club In Dtoatur and In frankly 
speaking from her point of view she says: 


"The reason given by yourself and oth- 


ers for your oppositinn to woman snffrage 
Is tbe loss and Injury which tbe home 
will suffer when tbe attention of women 
is by this means directed to publio affairs. 
Tbe enforced nbsonce from the family 
hearthstone and the consequent neglect of 
tts duties which tho occasional attendance 
upon a political meeting or the act of vot- 
ing once or twice a year would necessi- 
tate, form the basis of your protest. 
Without entering into tbe question of tbe 
logical merits of such reasoning, I desire 
only to ask In what way tbe act! suff- 
ragists In their present labors and meth- 
ods expect to avoid these same evils. Arc 
yon not too leaving your home when you 
seek to utilize the agencies of the press 
and platform for tho propagation of yonr 
views? In brief, In all our work for 
political enfranchisement what risks to 
home and womanhood must we run, 
what danger and temptations must we 
encounter, that you iu your work and 
tbe methods you employ to carry on that 
work must not ran and encsantor?'1 


Many inqniriee have been made of the 


members of theWoman's Republican olnb 
concerning the lecture given here by Mrs. 
Corbin and many bnve oonfonnded the 
movement with the work of tbe Woman's 
Republican club of which Mrs. K. Bar- 
wood is district chairman. They are, of 
course, two separate societies with noth- 
ing In common except as relates to tbe 
advancement of women along political 
lines. The Woman's Republican league 
is working for and desire only to use their 
influence in assisting the Republican rar- 
ty In their work and to be "epresented 
only along educational lines. This they 
have secured.
